need.  Furthermore,.a Government can only move along advanced lines as 
rapidly and to the extent that public opinion will support. Hence there 
haye been brought into being many voluntary organizations to act as as- 
sistants to Governments, and to undertake certain dutics which can be more 
efficiently carried on by such organizations than by a Department of Gov- 
ernment. There ave, for example, the Sdciety for the Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis, the Association of Mental Hygiene, the Babies’ Welfare organiza- 
tion, the Society for the Prevention of Venereal Discases, the St. John Am- 
balance Association, Children’s Aid Societies, and the Red Cross with- its 
peace-time programme for “the improvement of health, the prevention of 
diseases and the mitigation of suffering throughout the world.”

Annual General Meeting, Held 6th 
December, 1920. 

The 103rd Annual General Meeting 
of the Shareholders of the Bank of 
Montreal was held on Monday, De- 
cember 6th, at the Bank’s Headquart- 
ers. The President, Sir Vincent Mere- 
dith, Bart., occupied the chair, and pre- 
sented the annual report of the Direc- 
tors. 

Before moving the adoption of the 
report, Sir Vincent Meredith gave a 
comprehensive review of the econo- 
mic situation.

| Most people think Christmas, as we 
know it, always has been the Christ- 
mas we now, delight in... Yet they 
used to celebrate’ ‘Christmas on the 
20th of May, the 20th. and 2ist of 
April; and the 6th of January, depend- 
ing on whether they. were Oriental, 
Greek or Roman Christians, ; 

It wasn't .antil the time of Julian [., 
who was Bishop of Rome epter, to 
352 A.D., that the’ feast of Christmas 
was celebrated on the 25th of Decem- 
ber. Julian won everybody over “to 
December 25th as the accepted day of 
the Nativity. 


The Druids later added the old yule - 


log and the mistletoe—the Germanic 
tribes the Christmas tree and the Kris 


Kringle—the patron saint of sthe 
Spirit of the Gift, 
Christmas Cake. 
Ingredients: Two cups © bread
